Special census takers 


are out in Belle Glade

Someone's going to be 
knocking on your door in the 
next two weeks asking ques- 
tions. Officials with the City of 
Belle Glade hope you' y be 
cooperative. 

A lot of money is riding on 
how well citizens respond to the 
Special Census. The city is 
spending close to $70,000 ‘to 
conduct the poll. 
`The 1990 Census reported 
16,177 residents living in the 
city. City Manager Lomax 
Harrelle is betting that figure 
is 2,000 to 3,000 too low. 

Each additions! resident 
found over the number counted 
by the Bureau of the Census in 
1990 will amount to approxi- 
mately $100in additional funds 
each year for the city. 

Five years of lower advalorem 
taxes has cut deeply into the 
city's budget, according to Mr. 


Harrelle, and the money could’ 


be used in many ways. 

"We're really hoping for 
better numbers,” said Mr. 
Harrelle. "The additional money 
will mean a lot to the city.” 

Reggie Bigham, Supervisor 
Survey Statistician from the 
Atlanta office of the Census, 


“said*workers began going door- 


to-door on Tuesday. 

"This is a very diverse area 
foř the population size," said 
Mr. Bigham, “but we've worked 
with other areas, such as 


Miami and throughout Florida 
that has this diversity.” 

About 43 people have been 
hired to do the special census in 
the city. Some of those workers 
aré the same ones who helped 
conduct the special census in 
South Bay last month. 

The City of South Bay was 
listed as having 4,000 residents: 
in the 1990 census. The special 
census found 498 more 
residents. - 

City Manager Lester Baird 
said the special census cost the 
city $18,800, but that money 
would be recouped in just a few 
months through the additional 
state and federal dollars 
allotted for the extra residents. 

Mr. Bigham said the census 
workers would concentrate 
more of their time in the 
afternoons and on weekends up 
to 9 p.m. when residents are 
more likely to be at home. 

Creole speaking enumerators 
are also being used in areas 
where Haitians reside, Mr. 
Bigham said. 

Mr. Harrelle said he is asking 
residents to be cooperative with 
the census takers. The infor- 
mation they will be taking is 
strictly confidential and the 
Bureau of the-Gensus:has-no 
connection with law enforce- 
ment or immigration. Residents 
need not be United States 
citizens to be counted in the 
poll.

K-9 helps South Bay with drug 
arrests using passivie alert system

South Bay's newest weapon 
in the war on drugs sits down 
on the job a lot - and gets 
rewarded for it. 

He's Major Warrant, a two- 
and-a-half year old Belgium 
Malinois and Chow mix 
handled by J. Garcia. 

“I named him Major Warrant 
because when he's done, it 
takes a major warrant," Mr. 
Garcia said. 

Major, a passive response 
dog, immediately sits down 
when he smells hidden nar- 
cotics instead of barking and 
@lawing as most aggressive 
alert narcotics dogs do. 

And, according to South Bay 
Police Corporal Guillermo 
Flores, there's a lot of drugs to 
sniff out in the small town of 
South Bay. 

The town's welcome sign says 
"Welcome to South Bay, Cross- 
roads of South Florida." U.S. 
27, which cuts through the city, 
and SR 80, wHich intersects 
U.S. 27 in the heart of the 
town, are the major thorough- 
fares in central Florida. That. 
also makes the town a major 


passageway for drugs. 

"I'd conservatively estimate 
that over $1 million in drugs 
and money flow through this 
town every day," said Cpl. 
Flores. 

"You've seen the drugs I've 
confiscated without a dog," said 
Cpl. Flores, "imagine what I'm 
missing.” 

Mr. Garcia and K-9 Major 
Warrant have been volun- 
teering their time to the South 
Bay Police Department for 
about two weeks. Major has 
already earned his doggie 
treats, probably for the next 
year. 

Cpl. Flores said Major has 
assisted in three drug busts in 
the past two weeks, netting the 
department a 1987 Grand Am, 
$400 cash, over 50 grams in 
cocaine and 465 grams of 
marijuana. 

"Every time this dog alerts, 
we. seize cash and vehicles," 
said Cpl. Flores. 

Major was trained at the 
Elite Development Academy in 
Tampa. His trainer was an ex- 
Air Force Kennel Master for 16 
years.” 

Mr. Garcia, who lives in 


South Bay and works in Miami, 
said he volunteers his time and 
dog in South Bay because he 
needed to find, an area where 
there was a lot of drug activity 
to perfect Major's ‘skills on 
different narcotics. 

He said he has hit the 
Mother Lode in South Bay, 
population 4, 498. 

"We're trying to fight this war 
on drugs as efficiently as 
possible and make drug 
trafficking as unprofitable as 
possible.” says Police Chief Roy 
Humston. "This, dog has been a 
big help." 

His first day on the job, 
January 5, Major helped make 
a drug bust. Two Belle Glade 
residents, Darren Lee White, 
19, of 1716 N.E. Avenue K, 
Belle Glade and Stacey Lynn 
Kosalko, 19, of the same ad- 
dress, were arrested after a 
citizen called and said the 
couple were purchasing drugs 
in the city. 

Officer M. Bianchi went to 
the location given by the 
anonymous caller and saw the 
couple in a 1987 Grand Am 
driving away from the area.

Rural Florida has benefited 


from FmHA Programs 


The Farmers Home Admin- 
istration (FmHA) provided 
$129.7 million in"loans and 
grants in Florida for farming, 
housing, community facilities, 
and business development 
during fiscal year 1992, 
reported Louis Frost, Florida 
FmHA Acting State Director. 

- “FmHA continued its signi- 
ficant‘ effort in providing 

‘affordable housing to low- 
income rural residents of 
Florida,” said Frost. "Our role 
is to assist families who. cannot 
obtain housing loans through 
commercial credit sources to 
obtain safe, decent and ade- 
quata housing through FmHA 
credit," Frost said. 

Under FmHA's rural housing 
program, total loans and grants 
in Florida amounted to approx- 
imately $87 million. 

Most of the loans provided 
single family homes for low- 
income families who otherwise 
could not have purchased a 
home. 

Over 


900 single-family 


housing loans were made for 


$40 million. An additional $19 
million was loaned for con- 
structing rental housing which 
provided approximately 450 
new apartment units for rural 
residents, The agency's housing 
funds also financed farmworker 
housing, housing repairs, and 
the preservation of homes in 
rural areas. 

In fiscal year 1992, FmHA 
helped 181 moderate-income 
Florida residents become 
homeowners through guaran- 
teed rural housing loans for a 
total of $9.7 million. 

State Director Frost lists 
some of the advantages of 
FmHA guaranteed loans. "Our 
guaranteed loans increase 
business for local banks and 
help stimulate local economies. 
Through guaranteed. loans, 
FmHA funds go further toward 
helping more people,” he said. 
"Also, borrowers make the 
transition to commercial credit 
more easily when they start 
with a guaranteed loan.” 

In addition to $5.1 million in 
guaranteed farm operating

ownership loans, Florida 
farmers were assisted through 
$5 million in insured loans. 

Florida's rural communities 
received $15.1 million in-low 
interest loans and $9 million in 
grants to finance 22 projects, 
including city halls, medical 
centers, mental health 
facilities, and water and waste 
facilities. 

Business and Industry and 
Community Program loan 
guarantees exceeded $2 million 
in fiscal year 1992. 

These guarantees were made 
to finance new construction for 
a mental health facility, 
purchase “equipment and 
provide working capital for an 
existing business.

3% Tourist Developent Tax must b collected 


On January 1, 1993, I 
assumed responsibility for local 
collection of the Tourist 
Development Tax. This 3% tax, 
which pfeviously had been 
administered by the Florida 
Department of Revenue, must 
be collected by owners or 
operators who rent or lease 
living accommodations to short- 
term visitors. 

Anyone who rents a place to 


sleep for six months or less” 


must céflect and remit this tax. 

Some obvious examples of 
those required to collect and 
remit the tax are hotels and 
motels; examples that are not 
so obvious are condominiums, 
mobile homes, recreational 
vehicle parks, and other 
facilities rented out for six 
months or less. 

It is important that owners 
and operators in Palm Beach 
County understand their 
responsibility for collecting the 
Tourist Development Tax. 
Failure to do so subjects them 
to severe -- and costly -- 
penalties. 

Since the Tourist Develop- 
mènt Tax is due on the first of 
each month for the preceding 
month, the first payments 
directly to my office will be due 
February 1, 1993, and will be 
delinquent after February 20, 


1993. The 6% state sales tax 
will continue to be remitted to 
the Florida Department of 
Revenue. 

I have undertaken an 
intensive campaign to assure 
that those who are required to 
collect the tax are aware of it 
and that enforcement efforts 
are aggressive but fair. 

With hotels and motels, it is 
relatively easy to determine 
whether they are paying what 
they owe. In the case of 
condominiums and others, I 
must rely on the owners to 
come forward and on concerned 
citizens to blow the whistle on 
tax evaders. 

My efforts to maximize 
collection of the Tourist 
Development Tax are in the 
best interest of local residents 
and property owners. Indeed, 
the purpose of the tax is to 
promote and improve the 
attractions of Palm Beach 
County in a way that will draw 
greater numbers of money- 
spending tourists, conven- 
tioneers, and others who help 
the local economy while they 
enjoy their visit here. 

By law, the Tourist Develop- 
ment Tax can be used only for 
specific purposes. It under- 
writes a worldwide advertising 
and travel promotion program 


directed by the Convention & 
Visitor's Bureau, The Film 
Liaison Office, which solicits 
producers to film their movies 
here, is financed by tourist 
taxes, 

Tourist tax dollars are used 
to help maintain our beaches, 
which many of. us enjoy. 
Cultural arts, our museums, 
and the zoo also get support 
from this tax. 

Were it not for this tax, paid 
almost exclusively by non- 
residents, we would have to 
rely ch property taxes, or other 
taxes paid by residents, to pay 


‘for those quality-of-life and 


economic-enhancement 
programs. 

I hope that all those who 
collect rentals, subject to this 
tax, will do their part to make 
Palm Beach County a better 
place to live by collecting and 
remitting this tax. 

I also encourage citizens who 


“know of property owners who 


should be but are not collecting 
this tax to notify us. We will not 
reveal the source of these reports.

Taking the smell out of wastewater 


Gainesville--University of Florida environmental used microorganisms through the natural decay 


engineers have found a simple, low-cost solution 
to the often smelly problem of public and 
industrial wastewater treatment. 

UF environmental engineering Professor Eric 
Allen has been researching a treatment method 
he says "is almost too good to be true.” 

It's called biofiltration and it uses micro- 
organisms that live in beds of common trash and 
wood chips to literally eat the organic waste that 
produces the foul-smelling hydrogen sulfide gas. 

"We can remove 99.9 percent of hydrogen 
sulfide gas by right-sizing these beds~according 
to the concentrations of pollutants in the water,” 
Allen said. "The toughest part is convincing the 
public and private companies that it works.” 

By filtering the contaminated water through 
these microorganism-filled beds, nourished by a 
healthy dose of air, all organic and many 
inorganic compounds can be eliminated at one- 
hundredth the cost of prevailing methods, auo 


said. 


Two current methods of treatment — diical 
filtration and chemical treatment -- fall short, 
Allen said, because the contaminated charcoal 
cannot be completely destroyed and chemicals 
are costly and sometimes only add to the 


contamination problem. 


But the biofiltration method disposes of the i

The City of Jacksonville's Public Works 
Department and the Kanapaha Treatment 
Facility in Gainesville are among the first public 
facilities to use this system.

“There's a+ 
environmentally efficient systems today,” said 
Allen. "Ever since the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency came out with a list of the 189 
most toxic corporations in 1991, the. pressure is 
on for these companies to clean up their acts.” 

The microorganisms Allen works with are just

a few of those identified by scientists to help 


clean up the environment. Allen hopes to 
identify other microorganisms which might 
prove to be keys to future breakthroughs. 

"The idea is to identify other microorganisms 
that interact with contaminants,” Allen said.
